REMARKS 

This is a response to the Office Action dated December 6, 2010, and takes 
into consideration the Decision on Petition dated January 7, 201 1. 

In the Decision on Petition, the Requirement for Restriction was withdrawn, 
and the application was forwarded to the Examiner for consideration on the merits of 
Claims 1 to 18.

Turning to a formal matter, after issuance of the instant Office Action, an 
Information Disclosure Statement was filed. The Information Disclosure Statement was 
filed on January 18, 201 1. Consideration of the art cited therein is respectfully requested.
